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CHAPTER 110

AN ACT to create 349.13 (4) of the statutes, relating to removal of dis-
abled vehicles from certain highways.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly,
do enact as follows:

34913 (4) of the statutes is ereated to read:

349.13 (4) In counties having a population of 500,000 or more when-
ever any traffic officer finds a vehicle disabled so as to cause a hazard on
any portion of the interstate system, limited access highway or any ex-
pressway, even though it may be impossible for the operator to avoid
stopping or temporarily leaving the vehicle thereon, the county may re-
move such vehicle to a position where parking is permitted or to either
private or public parking or storage premises. The removal may be per-
formed by such officer or under his direction or such removal may be con-
tracted for by such counties and any charges shall be regulated by ordi-
nance. The operator or owner of the vehicle removed shall pay a reasonable
charge for moving or towing or any storage involved based upon said
ordinance.
